with the Ford coupe. 
Jensen 


was driving. 
I cannot drive a 


car. 
We headed for Sauk City. 


At 9 o'clock we had reached the 


top of the hill on the side road 
near the old man's shanty. Jen- 
sen turned the car around, so 
that it would be ready for^ an 
immediate get-away, and then 
we started down the lane afoot, 
toward the Jaeger shack. 
"Just before we came to the 


main farm buildings Jensen led 
the- way through a-couple 
of 


fences and across a corner of a 
large field. It was some place 
along here that Jensen picked 
up a heavv club. This brought 
us into the big field where the 
hermit's shanty is located. 


"There was a lamp burning 


on the table near the solitary 
window of the small structure 
and it threw a little light out 
into the field. 


"When we came 
to a spot 


about 100 feet from the shack 
we stopped to listen. We could 
hear the old man playing his 
violin. In a minute music stop-

What Labor Got

Relieving the Monotony of Camp Life

In 1919, at the very peak of wai- prices in 


his country—when; according to the anti- 
abor propagandists, the workers were wearing 
itk shirts and purchasing chinchilla wraps for 
their wives—the manufacturers added a dollar 
to the price of their products every time they 


;ave labor 21 cents increase in wages. 


They did not do quite as bad as that in 1921. 


In that year they gave labor 24 cents out of 
every dollar they added to the price of the 
things the sold the public. 


These very interesting figures are taken from 
report just issued by the Department of Com- 


nerce dealing with the factory output ol this 
country in 1914, 1919 and 1921. 


Secretary Hoover is a conservative gentle- 


man and he would be the last to do the manu- 
facturers of, this country an injustice. 


Briefly, tnis is what the report shows: 
In 1914 there were 8,117,895 persons em- 


ployed in the factories of the United States. 
They produced an average—men women and 
children—of $2,960 per worker. 
This is what 


the factory sold the goods for, not what the 
ultimate consumer paid for the goods. 
In be- 


tween there was a big profit for the jobber and 
retailer. 
Out of the $2,960 labor received $660, 


or 22 per cent. 


Then came the flush year of'1919, when labor 


was supposed to be holding up employes every- 
where. 
The number of employes in the fac- 


tories increased to 10,688,849, and the value 
of the product, per worker, went up to $5,805. j 
Think of it! Every man, woman and child em- 
ployed in American factories in 1919 produced 
$5,805 worth of goods, and they were being de- 
nounced everywhere as incompetent, inefficient, 
lazy and generally no account. Labor's share 
of this stupendous output was $1,248, or 21 per 
cent. 


This meant that labor in 1919—the year of 


silk shirts and Chinchilla wraps—actually re- 
ceived 1 per cent less of the value of the things 
it produced than it had received in 1914. 


In 1S21 the number of workers had dropped 


back to 8,257,376. But each worker produced 
$5,288 worth of goods and received as his or 
her share $1,304, or 24 per cent of the total. 
The decrease in the value' of the output per 
worker is due to a fall in prices. 


The evidence seems to indicate that the 


workers actually-produced more in 1921 than 
they did in 1919, but that- the output was not 
worth so much in dollars and cents. ' 


An examination of these figures shows 


that the wages of the workers were in- 
creased from $660 in 1914 to 31,248 in 1919, 
but at the same time the manufacturers 
were increasing the price of their prod- 
acts from $2,960 to $5,805. In other words, 
capital's profit on each worker went up 
from $2,300 in 1914 to $4,557 in 1919. 
The surprising thing abput the figures is 


that they seem to indicate that labor's average 
compensation in 1921, a dull year, was consid- 
erably higher than in 1919, a year of unexam- 
pled prosperity.
